Is The West Worth While? 


A booklet of fifty pages bearing the above title, written by A. S. Ben- 
nett, of Swift Current, was issued a few months ago in which this question 
was asked, and, from the author's standpoint, answered in vigorous and effec- 
tive language. The author does not mince matters. While strictly non- 
partizan in a political sense, he does not hesitate to tell Governments, Federal 
and Provincial, some home truths; he makes no distinction between East and 
West in pointing out where their present attitude the one to the other is 
wrong; while championing the cause of the Western farmer, he sharply crl- 
ticizes him for his attitude and conduct‘in relation to the solution of Western 
agricultural and‘ economic problems. 

‘Is the West Worth While?” is a thought-provoking little book. . 
right out from the shoulder. It is not necessary to fully agree with all the 
opinions expressed, nor with all the conclusions reached, in order to say that 
it is a booklet which can be read with profit by all, and should be studied by 
people both East and West. If even a small fraction of Canadians occupying 
places of responsibility and influence in the political, financial, industrial and 
agricultural branches of our national life gave as careful study to Canada’s 
outstanding problem of today as is evidenced by Mr. Bennett’s booklet, it is 
safe to say that some radical changes would be quickly effected in our body 
politic. ; 

Is the West worth while? 
couraged Western farmers would be inclined to answer the question in the 
negative. And in returning such an answer he would be joined by numerous 
self-centred, small-visioned Eastern business men. The trouble with both 
tivese classes is that they fail to look deep enough or far enough abroad to be 
in a position to give a trustworthy answer. 

The West is well worth while—worth while to the men and women in the 
West, but just as worth while to the financial ‘and manufacturing East 
There is nothing the matter with the country itself. It is rich in resources 
almost boundless in extent and beyond computation and valuation in dollars 
and cents. . The people of Canada, East and West, are alone responsible for 


the things that are wrong with the West, and which have led people to ask 


It hits 


Unfortunately, a goodly number of much dis- 


alter all, the West is worth while. And if they will only make up their minds 
to do so, and will get together in the right spirit in the doing of it, these 
wrongs can be quickly righted, and an unanimous verdict in favor of the 
West rendered. Anda verdict for the West is a verdict for the future of 
the whole Dominion. Without the West the Dominion must stagnate and dit. 

The first lesson which people must learn, and this Is equally true both 
East and West, is that they must rely less on legislation and Governmental 

‘help and more on their own individual efforts and through co-operation as in- 
dividuals one with another. Our chief domestic ills are not. political but 
economic. True, our economic situation is vitally and adversely affected at 
present by the international situation, and the settlement of these difliculties 
are beyond our own control and must be left to statesmen, diplomats, and in- 
ternational economists and experts. But domestic economics are our own 
concern. The trouble is that instead of grappling with them, we have ap- 
pealed to Governments and Parliaments to do for us what in so many respects 
we ought to do for ourselves. 

The Eastern manufacturer has for so long relied on the Government to 
protect his business and guarantee his profits by legislative enactments that 
he has failed to develop the proper self-reliance and business initiative which 
alone will bring stability and permanent rather than mushroom growth. <As 
a result the average manufacturer is now fearful of even the slightest change 
in existing policies and laws. He relies on them more than he does on himself. 

Taking a leaf out of the Eastern manufacturer’s book, and acting on the 
principle that what is sauce for the goose is likewise sauce for the gander, 
the Western farmer has in recent years relied to an alarming extent and to 
his own undoing on Governmental assistance of one kind or another. 

Politicians, of course, are to blame that they allowed themselves to be so 
influenced as to prostitute the permanent good of all and the future of Canada 
tu these sectional considerations. The final result has been disastrous Gov- 
ernmental and legislative interference with sound economic laws until today 
the economic condition of Canada gives ground for serious disquietude, and 
demands a return to old and tried methods whereby through hard work and 
initiative by the individual, coupled with an ever increasing measure of sane 
and legitimate co-operation, success will be allained and permanent progress 
made, and. which can never be accomplished by leaning on Governments to 
do what the people must do for themselves.

Science assures us that there is a 
definite limit to: the lowest conceiv- 
able temperature, and that this may 
be placed with conceivable accuracy 
at 459 degrees below zero on the 
Fahrenheit seale. 

It is held that at all temperatures 
above this “absolute zero,” particles 
of matter, either solid or gaseous, are 


er degrees of heat. All such vibra- 
tions would cease entirely at absolute 
zero and all gases would liquefy and 
evén. Solidify before reaching this ab- 
solute zero point. 

Many “experiments, extending over 
a long period of years, were neces- 
sary to attain this knowledge. Liquid 
air, with its 312 degrees below zero, 
was a great advance on previous rec- 
ords, although still over 100 degrees 
above this absolute zero. Liquid 
hydrogen, at minus 422 degrees, or 37 
absolute, was a still greater advance, 
and when this was frozen into solid 
hydrogen “ice” at 432 degrees below, 
or 27 degrees absolute, it seemed as if 
science had gone as far as it could in 
this direction. But not so long ago 
the rare gas helium was liquefied at 
minus 451 degrees. When this was 
boiled under reduced pressure a tem- 
perature of minus 454 was reached, 
or only five degrees above absolute 
zero. Slightly lower temperatures 
can undoubtedly be reached, but it 
is said that, evdn with the most re- 
fined methods, there is little likelihood 
of our ever attaining absolute zero.

Relics of Pioneer Days 


Prices and Wages Which Prevailed 
Over a Century Ago 

The approaching celebration at the 
city of Belleville on June 16 and 17 
next of the settlement of Upper Can- 
ada has started many persons search- 
ing after relics of pioneer days. W. 
S. Herrington, K.C., historian and 
archivist of the Ontario Bar Asocla- 
tion, has discovered bundles of neatly 
folded documents and accounts of the 
late Col. William Bell, which disclose 
some interesting information. concern- 
ing early conditions in the Bay of 
Quinte district. -Col. Bell was a mer: 
chant, a school teacher and a man who 
made himself generally useful to the 
early settlers in and around Thurlow 
Village, now the city of Belleville. 

The following prices of various com- 
modities,’ also wages for labor, pre- 
vailing at Thurlow Village over a cen- 
tury ago and during the 22 years im- 
mediately following the settlement of 
Upper Canada by the United Empire 
Loyalists, were extracted from these 
old acocunts kept by the late Col. Bell. 
A comparison with the prices and 
wages of today would make interesting 
reading:

Finding Trees In Coal 


Proven that Coal Consists of Decayed 
Trees and Vegetable Matter 

It has for a long time been possible 
to prove that coal consists of dead 
leaves, tree trunks, and masses of 
weeds solidified by the pressure of the 
earth above during a period of thous- 
ands of years, 

To make sure ot this the scientists 
cut very thin seetlons of coal, and ex- 
amined them under the microscope 
with a strong light) beneath, which 
showed .traces of the original tree 
trunks still in the hardened mass. But 
anthracite could not be tested in this 
way. 

It was so opaque that no matter how 
thin the seetion cut, or how strong the 
light beneath, nothing could make it 
transparent, until recently a new 
method was tried. 

The surfuce of the anthracite was 
first given a very fine polish, and then 
heated to a dull red heat for a few 
wiinutes. ‘This heating burned away 
some of the coal, leaving something 
like an etehedsurface, whieh showed 
up when light was thrown upon it 
from above, 

Iexeunined in this way, anthracite 
was scen fo have just the same origin 
as coal. Some pieces bear a resem: 
blance to such modern woods as the 
pine and maple; whilst others give 
pletures of trees and weeds of long 
ago, which cannot now be identified.

The public not only of Canada. but 
of the continent has been regalediad 
nauseam with the carcer, the capture 
under gun-fire, the speedy trial, the 
life sentence plus thirty lashes, the re- 
Incarceration in a solitary cell in 
Portsmouth Penitentiary of the Mfe- . 
long and notorious criminal, “Red” 
Ryan. He evidently had considerable 
ability with cleverness and cunning 
that is rare. He has robbed numbers 
of people, held up bank and other in- 
stitutions, fooled detectives, broken 
out of the supposedly most secure pEris- 
ons and not unlikely has taken Hyvyes 
though murder has not been brought 
home to him. 

It is not hls personal career with its 
sad ending that we are concerned 
with. It is not even the causes in 
general or particular of crimes like 
his that are holding the thought of the 
‘writer. - It is the effect upon yours 
people, particularly well-grown boys, 
of reading of the exceptionally clever, 
daring and successful exploits of any 
notorious criminal. Is it not certain 
that their hearts will be fired with ad- 
miration for these heroic deeds in 
spite of or-perhaps because of their 
lawlessness? How splendid to be 
able to fool the police, even the clev- 
er deteclives, the prison guards and 
who not! = 

While thinking of this case and the 
publicity given to it there has fallen 
into my hande“a~magazine published 
in New York claiming a circulation of 
between one and two millions found 
on all the news stands of Canada 
which seems to me much more dan- | 
gerous in the hands of our young peo- 
ple than the story of Red Ryan or his 
like. It is full of stories interestingly 
written that glorify crime of all kinds 
with shameless vice and loose living, 
and lawless adventure.

‘The heroine is.young, beaut iful, 
married, about to be divoreed, loose, 
out for adventure, flush with money. 

They meet on the open street, make 
up, fake a suite of rooms.in a high- 
class hotel, are arrested by detectives, 
with extraordinary cleverness over: 
power their captors, gag and tic them, 
escape and go the rounds of the high 
and low grade resorts of the greal 
Metropolis, one of which is raided 
while they are there. They cCscape 
again «almost miraculously by (heir 
cleverness, recover lost jewelry, meet 
and beat up (the hero does) the hero- 
fne’s descrting husband and away they 
go madly in love with one another at:
